Hie could not permit the 
American goverument to gasp a sigh fur the 
wretched Jlungarians, because; he said, it was not 
the policy of our government to take any part in 
the controversies ui other powers; and at the very 
time he was seerctly at work trying to frighten a 
feeble and ignorant people, who were making an 
effort to govern themselves and to deserve a position 
among the independent nations of the earth, into a 
coneession which would inevital ly result in constant 
vorder wars, and unceasing waste of blood and 
money as long as it lasted; for we undertake to 
say, that itis not possible for two governments to 
be maintained in peace together on the island of 
St. Domingo. At all events, that unhappy eou ntry 
has never had any such fortunate experience since 
anything has been known of it by the civilized 
world. Columbus found the Indians ef the Fast 
warring upon the West when he landed there ; and 
the hostile relation has never ceased, we |elieve, 
since then, except during a short period of Boyer’s 
administration, when the island was united under 
the Haytien flag. 

Partly in consequence, perhaps of the interven- 
tion of the three leading powers of which we have 
been speaking, and partly for want of resources, 
Souluuque has not renewed hostilities since the 
armistice proclaimed in [849. Meantime, the in- 
trigues in Dominiea have Leen progressing. Mr. 
Fillmore was not re-elected, and ef course for some 
time the subject did not receive much attention m

This horeugh, within the last few months has 
‘heen rendered somewhat notorivus, by the circum- 
stance of the attempted arrest of Bill Thomas, an 
alleged fugitive slave. The people here are gener- 
ally quite conservative, and net easily excited ; 
but the demonstration of certain deputy marshals 
from Philadelphia, made upon poor Bill, stirred up 
Jieling in the community which will not soon die 
away. #ice full-grown men, armed with bilhes, 


,slung-shot, and loaded pistols, assailed one unpro- 


tected negro waiter ina hotel. They knocked him 
down, beat him after he was duwn, put a chair on 
his ueek and all piled themselves on top of him. 
Thus incumbered and Lorne down with a mass of 
les and blood, a man of ordinary courage must 
have gisen upin despair; Lut Bill Thomas lifted 
himeelf up and scattered Lis assailants alent the 
floor as though they bad heen so many gosiins. 
Several times they returned to the charge, and were 
us often discomlited, til] Bill turned his back and 
hetook himself to the river, alniost in a state of 
nudity. While retreatiny, and while in the water. 
six shots were fired at him. Exhausted and faint, 
he came to the shore and laid himself upon the 
heach, covered with blood. His hervic assailants, 
after uttering some siout words in reply to the up- 
Lraidings of citizens, tuok a bee-line tor Philadel- 
pli, as some think supposing Thomas was mortally 
wounded, and that our officers would soon be upen 
their track, ‘'The nigger” soon so far recovered 
as to be of to parts unknown, aud our high 
eonstable visited “the city of brotherly love,” in 
pursuit of the five famous knights, with a warrant 
issued by one of our magistrates. Judve Grier 
took the gentlemen out of his hands on a writ of 
hubexs corpus, end, upon their own testimony, dis- 
charged them. Subsequently our grand jury iound 
a true bill against them, and our circuit judge is- 
sued a bench warrant for their arrest, which, it is 
quite probable, will Le superseded Ly another writ 
of habeas corpus. Time will tell. 


This is an illustration of the workings of the 


monstrous scandal to the ace and the country, the 
Fugitive Slave Law. ‘The whole affair has done 


more toward making that liuw odious, and siirring 





up an anti-slavery fecling in this section of Penn- 
sylvanie, than all the abelition demonstrations there 


have ever done.
